REPORT OF THE ROAD COMMITTEE 


To the Warden and Members of the County Council of 
the County of Norfolk. 


Gentlemen: 


We, your committee on County Roads beg leave to re- 
port as follows. 


That all the work laid out at the beginning of the season 
has been nearly completed, and had it not been for the sud- 
den change in weather conditions all would have been done by 
this time. If the conditions change to warrant it some por- 
tions of road may be gravelled but it is expected that other 
operations will have to be suspended for the season. 


The following gives the amounts spent on the various 
roads in the County together with some of the more import- 
ant phases of the work.

Your committee are pleased to report that the break- 
water which was built in 1922 for the purpose of retaining 
gravel on the beach in South Walsingham has proved it’s 
value, during the past two months about 6000 yards of gravel 
has been collected, 2000 yards has been applied to the roads 
in this vicinity and 4000 yards retained for use next year. The 
original cost of the breakwater was approximately $3000. the 
cost of collecting and delivering gravel to the road was $1.25 
as against $4.25 from County Gravel Pits, saving of $3.00 per 
yard or a total saving on 6000 yards of $18000.00 deducting 
the cost of the breakwater of $3000. leaves a net saving of 


$15000.00. 


During October your committee visited other parts of 
the Province for the purpose of studying methods adopted 
for Construction and Maintenance by the Province and other 
Counties. Your Committee investigated concrete, asphalt 
and tar pavements also retread and tar mulch methods, and a 
considerable mileage of gravel roads. The retread road is 
somewhat new in the Province, being really an improved 
mulch method consisting of treating 1 inch and 1-2 inch 
stone 3 inches deep with tar, the stone being about 3 inches 
in depth. Your committee was satisfied that the roads of 
Norfolk are quite as good as the roads visited in other Coun- 
ties. During the present year the Superintendent has ex- 
perimented with the tar mulch method and has considerably 
improved on the ordinary method of rolling and retreating 
with tar and giving a coat of fine gravel and re-rolling. 


Your Superintendent has discussed with your committee 

during the present year, the advisability of changing the 
County organization and proposes to lay this matter in full 
before the Council at the January Session. 


Your committee wish to convey to the Council their belief 
that the grading outfit purchased by the County this year 
will prove a great benefit to the County work. Quoting one 


instance in the work during the present year on Road 30, 3 
miles of heavy clay grading cost $855.00; your Superinten- 
dent informs that to have accomplished this with teams and 
scrapers the cost would have been $3600.00. 


Committee Fees since September meeting amount to 


$300.00
